2. In the light of the eligibility criteria and proce¬ 
dural requirements in the agreements for French 
credits, these Licensing conditions are prescribed by 
the Government of India tor guidance of and com¬ 
pliance by the importers. 

These Licensing Conditions will come into force 
immediately and will remain in force until further 
orders. * 

I. Allocations! from French Credits 

I. 1 Allocations|releases of foreign exchange 
against French credit funds are made by the Depart¬ 
ment of pconomic Affairs (EEC Division), herein¬ 
after referred to as “DEA”, on references made to it 
for the purpose or at the time of approvals of import 
proposals by the Capital Goods]Empowered Com¬ 
mittees. 

J. 2. Unless otherwise agreed by DEA in deserving 
cases, the allocations(releases will have to be effec¬ 
tively used by importers, by obtaining import licence, 
within a period of four months. In the absence of a 
receipt by DEA within this period of either—(i) 
a request for extension of the time limit with rea¬ 
sons thcr|or, or (ii) a copy of import licence (in 
duplicate) obtained, or (iff) in the case of OGL 
items, an intimation that the order has been placed 
on the French supplier, the aUocaticn|release will be 
cancelled 'by DEA. 

II. Import Licence 

II. 1 Import licence will be issued by the Office of 
the Chief Cntroller of Imports and Exports 
(CCI&E) in accordance with the Import Policy. The 
Import Licence will:— 

(a) provide a validity period of four months for 

contracting, which may be extended for a 
period of upto further four months on re¬ 
quest, with valid reasons therefor. Any re¬ 
quest for extension beyond 8 months from 
toe date of issue will have to be referred to 
DEA and will be considered by it only in 
special deserving cases. 

(b) show the Rupee value, on c.i.f. basis, cal¬ 
culated at the customs rate of exchange 
prevailing on the date of issue of Licence, 
Which rate will be specified in the licence. 

(c) will provide validity period for completion 
of shipments of 24 months in the case of 
capital goods and 12 months in other cases. 

(d) -will bear a supercription “French Credit”. 

(e) will include in its value the commission pay¬ 
able to the Indian, agent; if any. 

II. 2 Immediately on the issue of the import licence, 
the importer should send to DEA two photocopies of 
the licence, and advise the expected date of toe c<?n- 
tract with, the French Supplier. 1

111. Contract with French Supplier 

III. 1 The importer should ensure that the con¬ 
tract is concluded with the French supplier expedi¬ 
tiously, withm the validity period indicated in II. 1(a) 
above. 

III. 2 Unless otherwise agreed by DEA in advance, 
only one contract will be concluded against each im¬ 
port licence. Also, the contract value snould be equal 
to the value of the French credit allocated or released 
by DEA. Part financing of the f.o.b. value from other 
sources should be avoided in particular. 

III. 3 Each contract should invariably be a> com¬ 
plete, self contained document, signed in token of 
award and acceptance by the importer and the French 
supplier. A contract in the form of a series of corresr 
pondence between the parties, or a contract signed 
and accepted by an Indian agent on behalf of French 
supplier will not be accepted. 

IIL 4 Any amendment or modification of a con¬ 
tract should also be signed by the importer and the 
French supplier, and should be promptly advised by 
the importer to DEA, in ten copies as, in the case of 
the original contract. Necessary amendment of the 
import licence, if any, should also be ensured by the 
importer. 

IV. Terms and Conditions of Contract. 

Special care should be taken by the importer to 
ensure strict compliance with the following terms and 
conditions : 

1. Currency : As the French Credits are in 
French Franc, the contract should be deno¬ 
minated and should provide for payments 
to French supplier in French currency. Any 
departure from this provision must be got 
approved from DEA in advance of the con¬ 
clusion of the contract.

2. Price : The contract should indicate firm 
price on f.o.b., c. & f. or c.i.f basis; price- 
escalation is not covered under French 
credits and should therfore be avoided. 
The contract should normally be on c.i.f. 
basis, unless marine insurance is contracted 
with Indian insurance company. In 
any case, the contract must indicate 
separately and distinctly the f.o.b 
price, freight charges and insurance 
cost, as well as Indian agents commission 
if any; such commission will be payable b] 
the importer to the agent only in Indiar 
Rupees and the contract should clearl] 
indicate this.

Section V —Payfnent to the overseas suppliers—Tetter of 
Creciit Procedure. 

V(i) On receipt of the intimation of the contract approval 
from the OECF, by the Minister of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, FACT and the CAAAA will be informed 
of the same. Whereafter the FACT should approach the Con¬

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GUIDELINES FOR PROCUREMENT UNDER THE LOAN 

Article I 
General 

Section 1 01, Introduction 

(a) These Guidelines set torth the rules which 1HC OVER¬ 
SEAS ECONOMIC COOPERATION FUND (hereinafter 
called “the Fund") generally applies to the procurement of goods 
and services for a development project which the Fund finances 
in whole or in part by ns loan. 

(b) The proceeds of the Tund's loan are required to b c use 
with duo attention to considerations of economy, efficiency 
and non-discnmination among countries which arc eligible fo r 
procurement of the above-mentioned goods and services (such 
countries are hereinafter called "the eligible source countries") 
The Fund considers that in most cases formal open international 
tendering is the best method for achieving the economical and 
efficient procurement of the goods and services required for the 
development projects it finances. The Flu d therefore normally 
requires its borrowers to obtain goods and services through 
forma) open international tendering 

(c) The application of these Guidelines to a particular 
project financed by the Fund, the extent to wh'ch bidding docu¬ 
ments and procurement procedures are subject to review by the 
Fund to ensure conformity with these Guidelines, eligible source 
countries and provisions for permissible imports from non- 
ebglble source countnes shall be stipulated In the contractual 
documents for the loan extended by the Fund for that Project 

(d) The ultimate responsibility for the procurement of goods 
and services on any project rests with the owner of the project 
Since the owner is usually alto the borrower, the term borrower 
has been used In these Guidelines to refer to the owner as well 
The rights and obligations of the borrower vis-a-vis bidders for 
goods and services to be furnished for the project are governed 
by the bidding documents issued by the borrower and not by 
these Guidelines, which are concerned only with the relation¬ 
ship between the borrower and the Fund 

Section 1 02 Procedures othor than Formal Open International 
Tendering 

There may be special circumstances in which formal open 
international tendering may not be appropriate and the Fund 
may accept alternative procedures in cases of following 

(a) Where the borrower has convincing reasons for main¬ 
taining a reasonable standardization of his equipment. 

(b) Where the number of qualified suppliers Is limited, e g 
of spare parts for existing equipment. 

(c) Where the amount involved in the procurement is so 

small that foreign firms clearly would not be interested, 
or that the advantages of formal open international 
tendering would be outweighed by the administrative 
burden Involved 

(d) Where, in addition to the cases (a), (b), and (c) above, 
the Fund deems n inappropriate to follow the formal 
open international tendering procedures or the Fund 
deems such procedures inapplicable for example in 
case of emergency procurement 

In the above mentioned cases the following procurement 
formulas may be applied m such a manner as to comply with 
the formal open international tendering procedures to the fullest 
possible extent as appropriate. 

(t) Formal Selective International Tendering. 


(n) infoimal International Competitive Piocuiemeit 

(m) Direct Purchas s from a Single Supplier 

Section 1 03 Type and Size or Contracts 

Contr lets can he let on the basis of unit prices lor work 
perf rmed or items supplied or of a lumpsum price or a combi 
nation of both for dificicnt portions of the contract according 
to the nature of the goods or services to be provided and the 
bidding documents should clearly state ihe type of contract 
selected 

Contracts based pnncipnlly on the reimbursement ofactuil 
costs are not acceptable to the hun 1 except in exceptional 
circumstances 

In order to foster widespread competition, individual con¬ 
tracts f r which bids lire invited shall, whenever feasible, be of 
a size laige enough to attract bids on an international basis 
On the other hand, If it is technically and admimstiatively 
possible to divide n proicct into contracts ot i special zv 1 
chiracler and such division is likely to be adv intageous and to 
allow broader formtl open international tendenng the project 
shall be so divided 

Single contracts for engineering equipment and construc¬ 
tion to be provided by the same party ( ‘Turnkey Contracts”) 
are acceptable il they ofler technical and economic advantages 
for the borrower country' 

Article II 

Advertising and PrequalIfication 
Section 2 01 Advertising 

On all contracts subject to found open international ten¬ 
dering, invitations to bid should be advertised in at least one 
newspaper of general circulation in the borrower's country 
Copies of the invitation to bid (or the advertisement) should 
also be transmitted promptly to local representatives of the 
eligible source countnes 

Section 2 02 Picqualification of Bidders 

In case the Fund recognizes necessity of prequalification of 
bidders, the Fund requires the use of picqualification It should 
be done taking into account (i) the experience and past peifor- 
mancc ol each firm on similar work, (u) its capabilities with 
respect to personnel, equipment and plant, and (in) its financial 
positions Abbreviated specifications shall be made available 
to contractors desiring to be considered ft r qualification When 
prequahficatjon is employed, all firms which are found to be 
qualified shall be permitted to bid 

Article HI 
Bidding Documents 

Section 3 01 References to the Fund 

Bidding documents should refer to Ihe following language 

“ (name of borrower) has 

received (or in appropriate cases 'has applied for ) a loan, from 
THE OVERSEAS FCONOMIC COOPbRATION TUND in 
towaid the cost of (name of project)” 

Section 3 02 Bid bonds or Guarantees 

Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a usuil, rcqunemcnt 
but they should not be set so h'gh as to discoange suitable 
biddeis Bid bonds or guaiantecs should b t I s-1 to un¬ 
successful bidders as soon as possible aftet the bids have been 
opened 
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Section 3.03. Conditions of Contract 

The conditions of contract should clearly define the rights 
and obligations of the borrower and the contractor or supplier, 
and the powers and authority of the engineer, if one is employed 
by the borrower, m the administration of the contract and any 
variations thereunder In addition to the customary general 
conditions of contract, some of which are refeued to in these 
Guidelines, special conditions appropriate to the nature and 
location of the project should be included. 

Section 3.04. Clarity of Specifications 

Specifications should set forth as clearly and precisely as 
possible the work to bo accomplished, the goods and services 
to be supplied and the place of delivery or installation, The 
drawings should be co isistent with the text of the specifications; 
where they are not, the text shall govern. The specifications 
should Indentify the main factors or bases which will be taken 
into accoum in evaluating and comparing bids. Any additional 
information, clarification, correction of errors or alterations 
of specifications shall be sent promptly to all those who had re¬ 
quested the original bidding documents. Invitations to bid 
should contain an indication of the eligible source countries 
and any provisions for permissible imports from non-eligible 
source counti ies. 

Except where the Fund has agreed to procedures other than 
formal open international tendering (see Section I 02) the 
specifications should lie so worded as to permit and encourage 
the widest possthlc international bidding. 

Section 3 05. Standards 

If national standards to which equipment or materials must 
comply are cited, the specifications should state that goods mee¬ 
ting Japan Industrial Standard or other internationally accepted 
standards, which ensure an equal or higher quality than the 
standards mentioned, will also be accepted. 

Section 3,06. Use of Brand Nantes 

Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, 
or products or a specific manufacturer if specific spare parts 
are required or it has been determined that a degree of standardi¬ 
zation is necessary to maintain certain essential features. In 
the latter case the specifications should permit offers of alter¬ 
native goals which have similar characteristics and provide 
performance and quality at least equal to those specified. 

Section 3.07. Expenditures under Contracts 

As the use of the Fund's loan is limited to financing expen¬ 
ditures for goods produced in the territories of the eligible source 
countries, permissible imports from non-eligible source countries 
and services supplied from the eligible source countries, the 
bidding documents should require the contractor oi supplier 
to limit his expenditures under the contract accordingly or to 
identify expenditures in non-eligible source countries in this 
statements or invoices, 

For statistical purposes the Fund requires information 
concerning the geographical origin of Iho goods and services 
it finances and of their major components. The bidding docu¬ 
ments should require the contractor or supplier to furnish the 
necessary information. 

Section 3,08. Pricing of Bids 

As the Fund's loan is denominated in Japanese Yen, tire bid 
price should bed In Japanese Yen provided, however, that 


for the portion of (fie-hid price which the 1Iddtr expects nr 
spend in the borrower's country such portion should be stated 
in tbo borrower’s currency. 

Section 3 00. Contract Price 

The contract price should he stated in Japanese Yen l provi- 
ded, however, that the portion of the contract price which the 
contractor will spend in the bortower’s cduntry should be 
stated in the borrower’s currency. 

Section 3>10. Price Adjustment Clauses 

Bidding documents should contain a clear statement whether 
firm prices arc required or escalation of the bid prices is 

acceptable. 

In appropriate cases, provision should be made for adjust¬ 
ment (upwards or downwards) m the contract prices in the 
event changes occur in the prices of the major cost constituents 
of the contract, such as lahor and important materials. 

The specific formula for price adjustments should be clearly 
defined in the bidding documents so that the same provisions 
will apply to all bids. 

A ceiling on price adjustment should be included in contracts 
for the supply of goods, but it is not usual to include such a 
ceiling in contracts for civil works. 

No price adjustments should normally bo provided for 
goods to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identify the various met- 
thods by which contract prices may be adjusted. 

Section 3 11. Advance Payments 

The percentage of the total payment to be made rt advance 
upon effectuation of the contract for mobilization expense 
should be reasonable. Other advances to be made, as for exam¬ 
ple for materials delivered to the site for incorporation in the 
works, should also be clearly described in the bidding 
documents. 

Section 3.12, Guarantees, Performance Bonds and Retention 
Money 

Bidding documents for civil works should require some form 
of surety to guarantee that the work will be continued until 
it is completed, This surety can be provided either by a bank 
guarantee or by a performance bond, the amount of which will 
cary with the type and magnitude of the work, but should be 
sufficient to protect the borrower in case of default by the 
contractor. Its life should extend sufficiently beyond comple¬ 
tion of the contract to cover a reasonable warranty period. The 
amount of the guarantee or bond required should be defined 
in the bidding documents. 

In contracts for the supply of gopds it is,usually preferable 
to have a percentage of the total payment held as retention 
money to guarantee performance than to have a bank, guaran¬ 
tee or bond, The percentage of the total payment to be held as 
retention mpppy and the conditions for its ultimate payment 
should h® stipulated in the, bidding, .documents, , If, however, 
a bank guarantee or bond u preferred it should be for a 
noini‘ la l amount* 
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Section 3.13. Insurance 

'The bidding documents should state precisely the types of 
insurance to be provided by the successful bidder. 

Section 3,14. Liquidated Damage and Bonus Clauses 

Liquidated damage clauses should be included in bidding 
documents when delays in completion or delivery will result 
ill extra cost, loss of revenues or loss of other benefits to the 
borrower. Provision may also be made for a bonus to be paid 
to contractors for completion of civil works contracts at or 
ahead of times specified in the contract when such earlier 
completion would be of benefit to the borrower. 

Section 3.15. Force Majeure 

The conditions of contract included in the bidding documents 
should contain clauses, when appropriate, stipulating that 
failure on the part of the parties to perform th ,'ir obligations 
under the contract shall not bo considered a default under 
the contract if such failure is the result of an event of forco 
majeure (to be defined in the conditions of contract). 

Section 3.16. Language Interpretation 

Bidding documents should be prepared in English. If other 
language should be used in the bidding documents English 
should be added to such documents and it is required to specify 
which is governing. 


Section 4,03. Clarifications or Alteration of Bids 

No bidder should be permitted to alter his bid after the bids 
have been opened. Only clarifications not changing the subs¬ 
tance of the bid may be accepted. The borrower may ask any 
bidder for a clarification of his bid but should not ask any 
bidder to change the substance or price of his bid. 

Section 4.04. Procedures to be Confidential 

Except as may be required by law, no information relating 
to the examination, clarification and evaluation of bids and 
recommendations concerning awards should be communicated 
after the public opening of bids to any persons not officially 
concerned with these procedures until the award of a contract 
to the successful bidder is announced. 

Section 4.05. Examination of Bids 

Following the opening, it should be ascertained whether 
material errors in computation have been made in the bids, 
whether the bids are fully responsive to the bidding documents, 
whether the required sureties have been provided, whether 
documents have been properly signed and whether the bids arc 
otherwise generally in order. If a bid docs not substantially 
conform to the specifications, or contains in admissible reser¬ 
vations or is not otherwise substantially responsive to the 
bidding documents, it should be rejected. A technical analysis 
sh 'uld then be made to evaluate each responsive bid and to 
enable bids to be compared. 


Section 3.17. Settlement of Disputes 

Provisions dealing with the settlement of disputes should 
be included in the conditions of contract. It is appropriate 
that the provisions should be based on “Rules of Conciliation 
and Arbitration” which has boen prepared by International 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Section 4,06. Postqualification of Bidders 

In the absence of prequalification, the borrower should 
determine whether the bidder whose bid has been evaluated 
the lowest has the capability and financial resources effectively 
to carry out the contract concerned. If the bidder docs not 
meet that test, his bid should be rejected. 


Article IV 

Bid Opening, Evaluation and Award of Contract 

Section 4.01. Time Interval Between Invitation and Submission 
Bids 

The time allowed for preparation of bid will depend to a 
large extent upon the magnitude and complexity of the contract 
Generally not less than 45 days should be allowed for inter¬ 
national bidding. Where large civil works are involved, goner- 
ally not less than 90 days should be allowed to enable prospec¬ 
tive bidders to conduct investigations at the site before submit¬ 
ting their bids. The time allowed, however, should be governed 
by the circumstances relating to each project. 


Section 4.02. Bid Opening Procedures 

The date, hour and place for latest receipt of bids and for the 
bid opening should announced in the invitations to bid and all 
bids should be opened publicly at the stipulated time Bids 
received after this time should be returned unopened. The 
name of the bidder and total amount of each bid and of an 
alternative bids if they have been requested or permitted should 
be read aloud and recorded. 
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Section 4.07. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids 

Bid evaluation must bo consistent with the terms and condi¬ 
tions set forth in the bidding documents. In addition to the 
bid price, adjusted to correct arithmetical errors, other factors 
such as the time of completion of construction or the efficiency 
and compatibility of the equipment, the availability of service 
and spare parts, and the reliability of construction methods 
proposed should be taken into consideration. To the extent 
practicable these factors should be expressed in monetary terms 
according to criteria specified in the bidding documents The 
amount of escalation for price adjustments, if any, included ,n 
the bids should not be taken into consideration. 

The currency or currencies in which the price offered in each 
b J would be'paid by the borrower if that bid were accepted 
-hould be valued in terms of a single currency'selcctcd by the 
h d r r-nmnarison of all bids and stated in the bidding 
dTZntf Th-atcs of exchange to be used in such valuation 
d . , , h ... thc filing rates published by an official source, and

a T s there should be a change in the value of the currencies

bidder should be used. 
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A detailed report on the evaluation and comparison of bids 
setting forth the specific reasons on which the determination 
of tlie lowest evaluated bid is based should bo prepared - by the 
borrower or by its consultants. 

Section 4 OR. Rejection of Bids 

Bidding documents usually provide that boirowers may 
reject a II bids. However, all bids should not be rejected and new 
bids invited on the same specifications solely foi the purpose 
of obtaining lower prices in (he new bids, except incases where 
the lowest evaluated bid exeteds the cost estimates by a subs¬ 
tantial amount. Rejection of all bids may also be justified when 

(a) bid s arc not responsive to the intent of the bidding documents 
or (b) there is a lack of competition. If all bids are rejected, 
the borrower should review the cause or causes justilying the 
rejection and cither consider revisions of the specifications 11 
mod ideation in the proiecl (or amounts of work on items called 
lor in the original invitation to bids), or both. In special 
circumstances, alter consultation with the hund, the borrower 
may negotiate with one or two of the lowest bidders to ny to 
obtain a sati .factory contract. 

Section 4 Oh. Award of Oontuict 

The award of a contract should be made to the biddti who r c 
bid has been determined to be the lowest evaluated bid and who 
meets the appropiiale standards of capability und financi d 
lesourccs. Such hidt’er should not he required, lis a conditH i 
of award, to undertake responsibilities or work net stipulated 
in (he specifications oi to nndify his hid. 

After bids have been analyzed, copies of the analysis of bid' 
and pioposals for awards, together with the reasons for such 
proposals, shall be submitted to the Fund for approval. 

Article V 

Guidelines for the Use ol Consultants 
Section 5 01. Independence of Consultants 

Consultant firms employed in relation to a project financed 
under the Funds loan shall be independent in the sense that 
their advice and thcdcsigns, specifications and lender document 
prepared by them shaII be fice of national, commercial or in¬ 
dustrial hia*. 

Consiil.ing engineers who arc associated with contracting 
or ni inulueluring firms shall be used only if they disqualify 
themselves and then associates lor weak many olhci capacity 
on the same project. In the case ol consulting cngineeis who 
arc affiliates ol ■manulasturers oficring consulting semens step 
shall be taken not only ensure that the company to which the 
consultant is affiliated will be disqualified Imm liitinc biddug 
on any pair of the pu i ct, hut aFo that specifications will 
be iinpailial and can be complied with on a competitive basis. 

Section 5.02. Selection oi Consultants 

Formal competitive bidding procedure, uu noliccjuitcd 
lor the 'election of consul 1 ing inros. Howcvci, in the proves' 
of selection, the borrower slmII consider a reasonable nunibci 
of prospective linns, including those notified by the Fund, 
which can be expected to rcndci competent and nidi pendent 
services fiom the eligible source counliics Invitations lo 'uh- 
mit proposals shall be cxlcndtd to at hast three firms Pro¬ 
posals, when received, should first be qualitatively compared, 
i.e., with respect to plans of approach, schedule', experience & 
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capabilities oi personnel to be u'signed ; alter selection of a 
him oi linns considered to he best qualified for the assignment 
lias Inen made, negotiations to agne upon the price & cltici 
financial terms cf the contiacl should be opened so as to icach 
tile final decision. ’Ihe Fund reserves the light to approve the 
choice of the consultant to be employed or already i mploy#d 
by the borrower lor the preparation and supervision of the 
project financed by the Fund.
